Wasurxcros, D. C., Feb. 20.—Frederick 
ass, the noted freedinan, orator, and 
diplomat, died a few minutes before 7 o'clock 
tonight at his residence in Anacostia, a suburb 
of this city, of heart failure. His death was 
entirely unexpected, as he had been enjoying 
the best of health. 
During the afternoon he attended the con- 
vention of the women of the United States,

turned home he said nothing of any feeling of

had been said and done. Suddenly he gasped, 
clapped his hand to his heart, and fell back 
unconscious. A doctor was hastily sum- 
moned and arrived within a few moments, 
but his efforts to revive Mr. Douglass were 
hopeless from the first. Within twenty min- 
utes after the attack the faint motion of the 
heart ceased entirely and the great ex-slave 
statesman was dead.

The story of the second marriage was a ro- 
mantic one, Miss Helen Pitts, whom he mar- 
ried, was a New England woman of middle 
age, a Clerk in the office of the Recorder of 
Deeds of the District of Columbia when Mr. 
Douglass was appointed to that office. She 
was a member of a literary society to which 
he belonged. They were thrown much to- 
gether and finally became engaged. Her 
relatives opposed the union bitterly on ac- 
count of his color, but finally yielded to force 
of circumstances. Some of them have for 
dome time been living near the Douglass 
home on Anacostia Heights. 

News Received with Sorrow. 

The news of the death of Mr. Douglass 
reached the National Council of Women dur- 
img the evening session. Mrs. May Wright 
Sewall, the President of ‘the Council, an- 
pounced it to the audience as follows: 

A report as unwelcome as sad and solemn has 


come to us of the sudden and most unexpected 


death of Fred Douglass. The news cannot be re- 
ceived with silence by the council. That his- 
toric figure, which individually and intellectual- 
ly was the symbol of the wonderful transition 
through which this generation has lived, has been 


‘with us in our council during both of our 


sessions today. When he arrived an escort was 
directed to conduct him tothe platform.

I am sure there was no divided sentiment on this 
subject, although we have here women whose 
families are related to all political parties of 
our country and connected by ancestry 
with both sides of the great question.

that Douglass was taken back to the Eastern 
a5 where he was hired out to several peo- 
ple one after another, and drank to the dregs 
the bitter cup of chattel slavery. 

Douglass’ first attempt to gain his freedom 
was when he was to the Legrees of the 
Eastern Shore and was unsuccessful. He had 
planned an escape along with a few other 
slaves, but their scheme was detected and the 
result was he was imprisoned and threatened 
with sale. Fortunately, however, this penalty 
was commuted for another residence with 
Col. Lioyd’s relatives in Baltimore. Here he 
was contented for awhile and worked in a ship- 
yard, taking hisown wages and paying his 
master $3 a week for his time. But be- 
tore a great while his longing fcr free- 
dom returned and he planned another escape. 
This attempt, in which he was aided by the 
advance agents of abolition then numerous in 
Maryland, was entirely successful Sept. 3, 
1838. Procuring froma friend what were 
called “sailor's protection papers, and mak- 
ing himself up to answer the description as 
nearly as possible, he boarded a train for 
Washington and made the trip in safety, 
From there he made his way to New Ycrk 
and then to New Bedford, Mass., where he 
settled down and married his first wife, and 
supported himself and wife for two or three 
years by day labor.on the wharves and in the 
workshops. At this time also he changed his 
name from Lloyd to Douglass. 

Public Career Begins in 1841. 

Douglass’ public career began in the sum- 
merof 1841, when he attended an anti- 


slavery convention at Nantucket. At this 
gathering it was inevitable that he would be 


asked to speak, and when he did so he dis- 


played such unexpected powers of oratory 
that, like Patrick Henry in The Parsons 
Case, he became distinguished in a day. 
The result was that he was at once elected as 
the agent of the Massachusetts Anti-Slavery 
Society, and in this capacity traveled and 
lectured throughout the New England States 
with brilliant success for the next four 
years. Everywhere he went large audiences 
were attracted by his graphic descriptions 
of the horrors of slavery, and his eloquent ap- 
peals in behalf of the slave. In the mean- 
while, through his determined exertions, sec- 
onded by the liberal assistance of William 
Lioyd Garrison, he rapidly secured an educa- 
tion and qualified himself for his subsequent 
career. 

The proof of Douglass’ popularity at this 
time is that in 1845 he went abroad ona 
lecturing tour and spent two years in En- 
gland, drawing enthusiastic audiences in all 
the largest cities of England, Wales, Scotland, 
and Ireland. Ashe was always when in this 
country exposed to the denger of . recapture, 
his English friends in 1846 contributed $750 
toward securing for him a legal manumission 
from slavery. 

On Douglass’ return to this country he took 
up his resideuce in Rochester, N. Y., where he 
remained for many years. Here, beyinning 
in 1847, he published for many years a week- 
ly journal, first called Frederick Douglass’ 
Paper and afterward The North Star. In 
1859 he was charged at the South with being 
implicated in the John Brown raid, and Gov. 
Wise of Virginia made a requisition on the 
Governor of Michigan, in which 
Douglass was sojourning, for his 
extradition. In consequence of this 
attenipt to get him once more in the hands 
of his old oppressors, Douglass went to En- 
giand again for six or eight months, at the 
end of which time he returned to Rochester 
and resumed the publication of his newspa- 
per. 6 

; Had the Friendship of Lincoln. 

During the war he enjoyed the friendship 
and confidence of President Lincoln, who 
habitually consulted him in matters pertain- 
ing to his race and upon whom he always 
urged the policy of the employment of col- 
ored troops and the issuing of the Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation. When, in 1863, permis- 
sion was given to enlist colored troops he 
was active in promoting the enlistment, and 
especially for filling up the Fifty-fourth and 
Fifty-fifth Massachusetts Regiments. 

After the abolition of slavery Douglass dis- 
continued the publication of The North Star 
und devoted himself exclusively to lyceum 
lecturing. In 1870, however, he became an 
editor again and published in Washington the 
New National Era, which was continued 
after he withdrew from it by his sons, Lewis 
and Fredérick. In 1871 President Grant 
appointed him assistant secretary to 
the commission to Santo Domingo, 
and on his return one of the Territorial Com- 
mission of the District of Columbia. In 
1872 he was elected Presidential Eicector-at- 
large for the State of New York, and after 
the election was appointed to carry the Elec- 
toral vote of the State to Washington. In 


- 1876 he was appointed United States Mar- 


shal for the District of Columbia, which of- 
fice he retained until 1881. He then became 
Recorder of Deeds for the District and re- 
mained in that position until removed by 
President Cleveland in 1886. In the autumn 
of that year he went abroad again and made 
the tour of Europe. 
Appointed Miniater to Hayti. 

In the autumn of 1886 he revisited England 
to inform the friends whom he had made 
while a fugitive slave of the progress of the 
African race in the United States. After his 
return to the United States. he was appointed 
Minister to Hayti by President Harrison in 
1889. He was sent to Hayti in a United 
States man-of-war and arrived there 
Oct. 8, 1889, as the country 
was emerging from one of the, most 
exciting revolutions that country had wit- 
nessed for years. The government existing 
upon his arrival was simply provisional, and 
even after the new President took office there 
was some delay in the arrival and presenta- 
tion of his credentials: These circumstances 
gave rise in the United States to persistent 
rumors that the Haytian Government had re- 
fused to receive Mr. Douglass on account of 
his color. They were denied, however, and 
Mr. Douglass was finally warmly received. 
The Haytian ministry was the last position in 
the gift of the United States held by Mr. 
Douglass. 

In 1892 Hayti made an appropriation of 
money for the Columbiana Exposition at Chi- 
cago and appointed Mr. Douglass the senior 
of its two Commissioners to’ the Exposition. 
Since the close of the Exposition Mr. Doug- 
lass has lived in Washington without engag- 
ing in any special business. His wealth is

PLEASES W. w. CLARK. 


For the First Time in the History of Chi- 
cago a Man Is Convicted for Keeping 
His Saloon Open Sunday- The Victim 
Is John HKostozeski, and the Result Is 
80 Pleas ing to the Prosecuter That He 
Writes an Address of Victory, with 
References to Kam’s Horns and Gideon. 

For the first time in the history of Chicago 

a jury has found a saloonkeeper guilty of 

keeping his place open Sunday. The victim, 

whose name will go down into history, is John 

Kostozeski, who deals in liquors at No. 189 

West Madison street. The complainant was 

W. W. Clark, Secretary of the International 


came up for trial Kostozeski was represented 
by the attorney for the Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Clark had for his attorney J. 
H. Breckinridge. The court-room was crowa- 
ed and Mr. Breckinridge thought the numer- 


ous spectators were there for a purpose, so 


he took great care in the selection of the jury. 
Then he presented his evidence and the law- 
yers argued. After they were through the 
jury went out and debated. In half an hour 
it was back with a verdict of guilty. Then 
Mr. Clark wrote about the ram’s horn and 
Gideon. 

When Mr. Kostozeski found that the jury 
and the evidence and the law were against 
Him he concluded to throw himself upon the 
mercy of the court and of Mr. Clark. So he 
acknowledged what had been proven, and 
said if they would only let him go this time 
he would never do so any more. Mr. Clark 
is full of the spirit of brotherly kindness, and 
not wishing to be hard on a vanquished en- 
emy he agreed to the suspension of the fine

MINNIE DINGAR MURDERED BY HER 
LOVER, JOSEPH WEINMAN.

Sunday Observance League. The trial was 
held before Justice of the Peace Hoglund 
and when the verdict was given Mr. Clark 
was so overjoyed that he sat down and wrote an 
address, which he will send to the public and 
ask for financial aid for the prosecution of 
the work. The address, written in a moment 
of inspiration, begins tbus: 

“The blast of the ram’s horn has been 
beard in Chicago. Gideon and his chosen 
men are shouting ‘Glory to God,’ with the 
first flash of victory gleaming from their ban- 
ner.” 

But it doesn’t half begin to express the 
satisfaction of the officers of the league. 

For a long time Mr. Clark has been going 
about the city Sundays entering various sa- 
loons and drinking innocuous drinks. He 
would also buy strong liquor, which he would 
cheerfully deposit on the floor or decant into 
a bottle to be carried awuy as evidence. 

Pours It On the Floor. 


Quite often the saloonkeepers objected to 
the liquor being carried away, as they said 
their license called for its being drunk on the 
premises. So, of late, Mr. Clark has been 
throwing the liquor away, relying on his 
sworn statement to establish the fact of the 
sale of the liquor. At times he would succeed 
in having fines imposed upon the saloonkeep- 
ers by the Justices, but recently the liquor 
men have been al ost unanimous in demand- 
ing a jury trial. Owing to the usual character 
of Justice court juries the verdict would be 
in favor of the saloonkeepers. But now it has 
all been changed. 

Sunday Mr. Clark went into Kostozeski’s 
saloon and boughta drink. With this evi- 
dence he secured a warrant. When the case 


providing Mr. Kostozeski would promise not 


to sell any more liquor Sundays. 
Other Cases Coming, 

The saloonkeeper and his friends and op- 
ponents left the court. -Todey the case 
against J. W. Barnes, No. 326 West Madison 
street, will come up before the same court, 
and Mr. Clark will have a chance to give more 
evidence and write another song of victory. 

„Our triumph has given us new courage, 
said Mr. Clark, and with this conviction by 
a jury asa precedent, we will go on with our 
work as before. While our association is 
called the Sunday Observance League, the 
name does not quite explain its pur- 
pose. It is not, properly speaking, 
working for Sunday observance, but 
for Sunday rest. We want Sunday to bea 
day on which none but absolutely necessary 
labor shall be performed. We do not ask for 
any religious observance of the day, but we 


| want it a time of rest. 


Do you purpose to begin any action 
against the theaters or places of amusement 


| which are open Sundays?” was asked. 


What we may do in the future depends on 
our success now.

When he saw the bleeding form of his ex- 
piring sweetheart he turned the weapon on 
himself, firing twice. The first bullet entered 
his right cheek and lodged in the nasal bone. 
He fired again, probably directing the bullet 
to his heart. It passed through his left side 
and lodged in hisarm. Anna Smith, the pro- 
prietress of the house, was a witness to the 
tragedy. 

Policeman Linahan was passing in front of 
the house at the time and heard the shots. He 
rushed in and found Weinman lying on the 
floor beside the dead body of the girl. Wein- 
man was sent to the hospital. Minnie 
Dingar’s body was removed to Melnerny 
Bros.’ undertaking rooms to await a Cor- 
oner’s inquest. 

Miss Dingar had another lover, Philip 
Worch, a bookkeeper employed by the Seipp 
Brewing company. They were engaged to be 
married. The marriage license had been pro- 
cured and the wedding day was fixed for Jan. 
29. The usual preparations were made. The 


day came and the evening of the day. 


LIFE SAVERS BRAVE A LAKE GALE. 


Go Out on sa Rescuing Mission That Fortu- 
nately Proves Unnecessary. 

Frank Fountain and his crew of life-savers 
went out into the lake yesterday morning in 
the face of a forty-five mile gale that banked 
the water up in white-topped windrows and 
was strong enough to tear great chunks from 
the edge of the ice field and send them scud- 
ding towards Michigan. A report that two

thick over the water,

A look at the lake from the tower showed a 
trip to Thirty-fifth street with the wind dead 
ahead and a great sea running would be hard 
work and hazardous as well, but the men 
went to their seats in the surf boat quickly 
and willingly. They wére: Frank Fountain, 
Louis Rooks, Joseph O’Toole, Frank Mar- 
tinek, Arthur Sanderson, and George Mallett. 
The boat struck for the mouth of the river. 
Through the gap between the stream the 
basin the heavy southwest wind was sdéhding 
great hunks of ice which were broken from 


the edge of the thick mass in the basin to be 


piled one on another at the river’s mouth. 
The surf boat broke through this and round- 


ing the pier headed south into the gale, The 


wind was not enough west of south to have its 
force broken in the least by the break water. 
The boat caught it full and the 
men at the oars had all the work in hand 
necessary to keep them busy. They were 
wellon towards the half of their journey 
when two tags,the Mollie Spencer, Capt. Louis 
Groh, and the T. T. Morford, Capt. George 


Jewell, came in sight at the mouth of the 


river. Thetugs went at full speed and over- 
taking the lifeboat, the Captain of the Mor- 
ford threw it a line and took itin tow. They 
reached the edge of the ice off Thirty-fifth 
street and made a thorough search out into 
the lake to the east and north, but found no 
traces of any skaters. They did find some 
darkened snow on a big floating cake, which 
from the shore might have looked like a 
group of boys. The high sea gave it motion 
enough to add te the illusion. Then the tugs 
put about and the lifeboat and its crew went 
back into quarters. 
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Few if any people went skating outside 
breakwaters yesterday. It was so ob y 
a dangerous pastime outside of shelter that 
not even the boys were tempted beyond en- 
durance. The first symptoms of disintegra- 
tion showed themselves on the surface of 
the big ice field that for weeks has bound the 
shore to the government pier. At the north

MILLION IN OOUNTERFEIT SILVER 


Half of It Profit to a Gane with Head. 
quarters Near New York. 

New York, Feb. 20,—[Special.]—For the 
last twelve weeks seven counterfeiters have 
made their headquarters within ten miles of 
this city. During that time they have turned 
out nearly $1,000,000 in American silver 
dollars, halves, quarters, and 10-cent piecés 
out of pure silver, and have given full weight 
to each coin. With silver at its pres- 
ent price and after deducting the cost 
of manufacture, this gang have divided be- 
tween them profits aggregating $500,000, 
Six months ago W. P. Hazen, the Chief of the 
Secret Service Bureau at Washington, re- 
ceived word from a reliable source that the 
gang had been formed. He put fifteen of his 
best men on thé case and patroled the Gétn-” 
try. The counterfeiters, it is said, have oecu- 
pied a frame shanty in the wilds of West- 


chester County. which was formerly occupied | 


by an old miser hermit known as Herman 
Mueller. Four months ago Mueller received 
nocturnal visits at regular intervals from a 
man of middle age who, it is learned, was none 
omer than the notorious Henry Adams, alias 
“ Hank’ Adams, alias Frank Mosher,” | 
alias ‘‘ Oily Billy Betts. Adams was acting 
as the agent for the gang. He hired the 
place, got rid of Mueller, and the work began. 
Work was continued until today, when the 
gang got out, deserting the house. One of 
the members of this gang is Red Haipin, 
one of the most expert engravers and coun- 
terfeiters in the country. He was for a num- 
ber of years in the Philadelphia Mint. They 
had at least fifty agents scattered in different 
parts of the country, Cadada, and Europe 
who have acted as shovers.

RENNACKER BEATEN BY O'SHAUGHNESSY 


Hot Fight with Several Encounters in the 
Second District, Twelfth Ward. 

The fightin the Twelfth Ward was bitter 
from start to finish: The rival factions suc- 
ceeded in getting out a heavy vote and brawis 
and fights were numerous. In the Second Pri- 
mary District polling place in a livery stable 
in Madison street, just west of Robey, four 
serious rows occurred m the afternoon in 
which a dozen men, including several candi- 
dates, were assaulted by a gang of heel- 
ers from the Nineteenth Ward, who 
attempted to break into the polling place.

Candidates Thomas O'Shaughnessy and E. 
F. Rennacker both live in the Second Primary 
District, and it was understood that the man 
who carried that district would receive the 
support of the balance of the ward. The poll- 
ing-place was crowned all day with work- 
ers for both factions. Before night there 
were dozens of drunken men in the crowd 

fights were numerous. 
reached a climax just before 
the polls closed, when a gang from the 
Nineteenth Ward arrived. They broke 
through the line of thirty voters who were 
waiting to vote and tried to enter the polling 
place. Five policemen who stood guard at 
door were unable to hold them back. 
Several candidates went to their assistance 
a general fight ensued. Homer B. 
Galpin, J. C. Matlack, H. S. Osgood, and 
Thomas O'Shaughnessy e among the 
number who were badly ten. In the 
midst of the row a wagonioad of policemen 
arrived from the West Lake Street Station 
and the gang escaped through the basement. 
No arrests were made. The second row oc- 
curred a half hour later. Several men were 
clubbed and beaten, but no one was arrested. 

The ballots were counted nine times before 
the result was finally announced. The first 
count showed that O’Shaughnessy was elected 
by one vote and the total vote was announced 
as 503. The last count showed 510 votes. 
The Rennacker crowd elected one delegate to 
the city coavention and one and a half to the 
West Town convention. The O'Shaughnessy 
faction elected three delegates to the city 
convention and two anda half to the West 
Town coavention and a solid delegation to the 
Aldermanic convention. Mr. Rennacker was 
once more defeated in his own precinct. At 
all the other polling places in the ward the 
day was comparatively quiet, although the 
fight was bitter and the vote three times as 
heavy as usual. 


SIXTH WARD GANG RULE UNDISTURBED 


Slugging at Several Polling-Piaces and 
Repeating at All, 

If the Civic Federation has made any at- 
tempt whatever to reform Sixth Ward 
politics its influence certainly had no effect 
upon yesterday’s primary election. Old 
timers down there openly declared the meth- 
ods used by James Hogan and his supporters 
to carry their ticket through equaled anything 


They not only disfranchised well-known Re- 
publicans by refusing to accept their ballots, 
but ran in scores of Democratic 
heelers and voted them repeatediy, just as 
they used to do it before the Australian sys- 
tem was introduced in regular elections. 

They also employed intimidating means and

MAY MOVE A CAPITAL 
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OHANOE POR SEDALIA TO GET MIS. 
SOURIS STATE-HOUSE. 


Both Houses of the Legislature Favor the 
Plan by Passing a Resolution to Submit 
the Question to the People in the Shape 
of a Constitutional A metdment—Jeffer- 
son City Asserts There Is a Big Job Be- 
hind the Scheme, While Sedalia Is Joy- 
outs History of the Battle. 

Jervenson Crry, Mo., Feb. 20.—[Special. | 
—Both Houses of the Missouri Legislature 
today passed a resolution accepting a proposi- 
tion from Sedalia for the removal of the 
State capital to that city upon the condition 
that Sedalia erect State buildings to exceed 
in quality and beauty those now owned by the 
State at Jefferson City. The resolution does 
not need the Gubernatorial approval. 

The proposition was a surprise to all but 
those in the scheme. The haste manifested in 
disposing of so important a matter is unusual 
in the Missouri Legislature. I¢ passed the 
House this morning and was rushed through 
the Senate this afternoon, and no time given 
to discussion, 

The affair has au air of suspicion about it. 
The capital removal question has never been 
discugsed in the State, and the sudden spring- 
ing of it today will be a surprise to the people. 
The scheme has been secretly worked up and 
not much is known about the interested per- 
sons. It is believed here from unguarded ex- 
pressions\of some of the Sedalians that the 
Farwell syndicate that built the Texas Cap- 
itol and some St. Louis and Sedalia persons 
worked it up. These men have an option on 
10,000 acres of land in the suburbs of Se- 
dalia, out of which they expect to make a big 
speculation. 

The Jefferson City Commercial club is in 
session tonight, and has determined to. make 
a vigorous fight in every way at the proper 
time, It will probably be made a State issue, 
and the next canvass will be a lively one. It 
has had a depressing effect upon the city, and 
the people do not purpose to submit without 
a fight. They feel they have been unfairly 
treated, and will appeal to the people. 

Congress donated four sections of land to 
the State of Missouri for a capital, and de- 
clared the gift, upon acceptance, to be ir- 
revocable. A city was laid out, and lots sold 
to the citizens by the State upon the guar- 
antee that this should forever be the capital. 
The citizens believe they have some legal 
rights that must be respected, and will fight 
to the last ditch. They feel they have been 
outraged, and are not choice in their language 
when discussing the matter. They are satis- 
fied there is a job in it, but are unable to dis- 
cover it at present. They, however, know 
how to take care of themselves, and will make 
it interesting to all concerned, 


SEDALIA IS JOYFUL OVER THE AFFAIR, 


Big Syndicate, Having an Option on Land 
There, Meets Fiaancial Obligations. 


Spal, Mo., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—The 
news that the bill providing for the removal 
of the State Capitol from Jefferson City to 
Sedalia by the submission of a constitutional 
amendment had been carried in both House 
and Senate today aroused intense excitement 
in this city. Tonight the streets are alive 
with people and there is a great 
display of fireworks and popping of 
corks. A special train from Jeffer- 
son City, bearing the delegation 
of citizens that lobbied for the bill, was the 
occasion for a great demonstration: when it 
arrived in the city tonight. Sedalia has for 
years made a continued and vigorous effort to 
secure a vote upon the constitutional amend- 
ment, but had always met with defeat after 
spending thonsands of dollars. The county 
and the township in which the city is located 
are asked to vote each $100,000 in 
bonds, which will gladly de voted. A 
big syndicate composed of rominent 
men in different parte of the State 
purposes to meet all other financial obliga- 
tions. The syndicate has an option on 


$0,000 acres of land in and surrounding the 


city, which will be sold in town lots. The 
proposed site of the Capitol, if Sedalia wins, 
is located in the southwestern part of the city. 
It is high, commands a beautiful prospect, 
and is surrounded by smooth and undulating 
meadows. The syndicate will shortly 
begin running into Sedalia from all directions 
a series of excursion trains. It was reported 
that Chicago capitalists were members of the 
syndicate. Tun Trisune’s correspondent 
learns from authentic sources that no ope in 
Chicago is in any way connected with the syn- 
dicate. Real estate bas been advancing in 
price during the lastthree weeks contingent 
upon the passage of yesterday’s bill. 


FIGHT BETWEEN THE CITIES AN OLD ONE 


Thomas H. Cannan Gives an Interesting Bit 
of History of the Centest. 


Sprineriztp, III., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 
Thomas H. Cannon, who is representing the 
Chicago Times here, sent up a mighty howl 
tonight when he was told of the action of the 
Missouri Legislature. 

„Well, well, well,” he shouted. “I’m 
glad of it. A dozen years ago a strong at- 
tempt was made by the citizens of Sedalia to 
remove the capital to Sedalia. An associa- 
tion of citizens was formed and an eligible 
site for the capitol, together with a 
bonus of several hundred thousand dollars, 
was offered. A strong delegation was sent 
to Jefferson City to lobby the bill through. It 
was one of the most exciting sessions ever 
witnessed in the State. The question was 
one in which every member of the Legislature 
took an active part. St. Louis and Kansas 
City were as much interested in the 
matter as Jefferson City or Sedalia. St. 
Louis was fighting tor Jefferson City, while 
Kansas City wanted it moved up to Sedalia. 
There was probably $500,000 spent in lobby- 
ing. It was a good thing for the members, 
but St. Louis had too much money. After an 
exciting contest, lasting weeks, the bill was 
finally defeated by a small majority, but the 
citizens of Sedalia swore they would have the 
capital if it took a quarter of a century to get 
it. They have maintained an organization 
ever since, the object of which was to secure 
the capitol. 

And as a former resident of that beautiful 
city and knowing the character of the people, 
who are mostly from the North and the East, 
Iam glad they ogi iy it. Money was what 
beat them before, lots of it. former 
fight for “the capital consumed nearly 
an entire session of the Legislature 
and it is estimated that it took $500,000 to 
beat Sedalia. For years the capital question 
was a burn issue of Missouri politics, and 
no man could run for office in any part of the 
State without declaring himself on that sub- 
ject. 

‘Sedalia ought to have the. capital. It is 
nearly exactly in the center of the State in the 
midst ofa fine farming country, plentifully 
supplied with railroads, and bas a live, ener- 
getic population of 20,000, while Jefferson 
City is an old fogy hamlet situated ona 
bluff with only one. railroad and almost 
inaccessible for at least two-thirds of the 
State. ont know how much it cost Se- 
dalia to get the capital this time, but I do 
know that whatever it cost it will prove to be 
a good thing for the State of Missouri.“

Ali the Authorized Capital Will Be out- 
standing May 2—Recoliections of An- 
gather Picture of Lake Street Elevated 
Drawn by the Management a Few 
Weeks Ago—Chicago Ga: Affairs=Cable 
Stocks Strong and Active — First Na- 
tional’s New Plan. | 

The outstanding capital stock of the Chicago 

Edison company will be increased to $5,000,- 

000 May 2. The authorized capital has for 

some time been $5,000,000, with $4,400,000 

outstanding. Itis now proposed to issue to 
stockholders of record March 8 $550,000 of 
this treasury stock, A circular will be sent 
to stockholders Feb, 28 offering them the 
right to subscribe to their pro rata proportion 
at par. Payment will be made in full March 

15. The actual stock will not be issued, how. 

ever, until May 2. It is arranged in that way 

go that the new issue will not carry a dividend 
for the full quarter, A dividend will be paid 


on it, however, which will bear the game pro- 
portion to the total dividend d red as 
the time from the date of payment 


to the declaration of the # dividend 
bears to the whole dividend period. The 
remaining $50,000 of treasury stock goes out 
under certain contracts, so that the entire author- 
ized capital of $5,000,000 will be outstanding. 
The Edison company was organized in 1887 with 
a capital of $500,000. In 1890 that was in- 
creased to $750,000; in 1891 to $1,000,000: in 
1892 to $1,500,000; in 1898 to $3,000,000, and 
in 1894 the total of $5,000,000 was authorized. 
The money which will come in from this issue of 
$550,000 will be used to pay for a North Side 
plant which has been absorbed and for exten- 
sion of the underground service and other addi- 
tions to the company’s electric system. The com- 
pauy's earnings last year were a shade over the 
amount required for dividends. So far this year 
there is some improvement. 

When the management of the Lake Street Ele- 
vated railroad makes estimates based on che re- 
suits obtained in the last ten months of 1894. 
which are intended to demonstrate that itis im- 
probable that the rogd can earn the interest on 
its bonds even if the bonds are scaled one-half, 
there seems to be entirely forgotten a good many 
roseate statements which were made three or 
four months ago. When the bonds were issued 
for the Wabash avenue extension President 
Louderback declared he had the greatest faitb in 
the improvement which 4227 the com- 
pletion of that terminal. It was estimated that on 
the most conservative basis an increase of 10,000 
passengers a day might be counted on when the 
terminal was pach to Wabash avenue, and 
it was declared nearly all of that increase would 
be profit. Traffic of 10,000 passengers a day 
would increase the gross revenue $500 a day. 
Supposing $400 is the net increase, there would 
then be a gain on account of the Wabash ave- 
nue extension alone of $146,000, or just the 
amount of the deficit last year. It was further 
stated by President Louderback a few months 
ago that arrangements had been about matured 
for converting the motive power of the elevated 
road from steam to electricity. It was declared 
that could be done at an exceedingly small ex- 
pense, an expense not exceeding $150,000, for 
arrangements were to be made to lease the elec- 
tric current from the great power-house which 
was being erected to operate the West 
Chicago street railroad electric lines. With 
electric motive power operating expenses could 

reduced 50 per cent, it was said. 
If operating expenses during the ten months of 
last year had been on a 50 percent basis net earn- 
ings would have shown an increase of $76,000. 
These calculations are ail based on statements 
made bj) the management of the Lake Street 
company within the last four months. At that 
time it suited the management to put a favorable 
face on the situation. More recently it has suit- 
ed them to makes the outlook as bad as possible, 
and they put out figures which would tend to 
show that the company cannot earn interest on 
one-half the outstanding bonds. As soon as bond- 
hoiders have been induced to shoulder all the 
burden, as soon as they have acceded to the ex- 
traordinary proposition of cutting the face value 
of their bonds in two, while the stockholders 
bear no sacrifice whatever, the outlook will 
change. The Wabash avenue extension will be 
pushed to completion, traffic will show great in- 
crease, and expenses will ba increased but little. 
With the change to electric motive power, and the 
company has already carefully planned that entire 
change, there will be a sharp reduction in oper- 
ating expenses. It would by no means be a re- 
markable thing to see the Lake strest property 
within three years making 4 net income sufficient 
to pay the interest on ail its present outstanding 
obligations. It by no means follows that the 
stockhoiders will receive that advantage, how- 
ever. Before that time the property will, in all 
probability, be leased to the Northwestern Ele- 
vated company, and whatever profit there is 
above the interest requirements on the scaled 
bonds of the Lake Street company will go into 
the coffers of the Northwestern evated rail- 


road. 

Alley Elevated traffic is decidedly satisfactory. 
The February business not only makes favorable 
comparison with the traffic in February in last 
year but is materially ahead of January this 
year. The average daily traffic in January, 1894, 
was 39,080 and in February, 37,674. Instead of 
falling off 1.400 passengers a day this month as 
compared with last January as in 1894, the traffic 
has increased nearly 2,000 a day. In spite of 
the severe storms this month, which sharply de- 
creased the traffic far several days, the average 
for February promises to be well above 40.000. 
A statement which has been made much of in 
Wall street to the effect that the new manage- 
ment of the Chicago Gas companies has discov- 
ered a large floating debt is not borne out by the 
new directors. They admit there is a con- 
siderable floating debt, but they it is entirely 
offset by quick assets, which include the amount 
due from the City of Chicago. One of the direct- 
ors gave out the following interview yesterday : 

No floating debt has been discovered now 
which has not been known ever since the new in- 
terests bought into the property. There is no 
floating debt which has not a sufficient off-set, 
which means that the net floating debt is practic- 
ally insignificant for a large corporation such as 
the combined companies of Chicago Gas. Some- 
bodyilevidently seems to be determined to eroate a 
wrong idea of the position and condition of the 
Chicago gas companies. I am nevertheless pre- 
pared to go on record as stating that the Chicago 

properties are ali right are in good con- 
ition and will continue to give returns to pres 
ent stockholders. Since Jan. 1 the volume of 
business has increased over 6 per cent as com- 
pared with the corresponding period last 
ear. This covers the month of 
anuary and two weeks of February. I figure 
that an increase of 5 per cent in the volume of 
business will offset the reduction of 5c per 
1,000 in the price ofgas. The reduced rate for 
gas applies only to about 70 abet cent of 
the business of the companies. The other 30 
per cent is already being done on the basis of $1 
per 1.000. The city of Chicago continues to 
row and the consumption of gas will, in my 
udgment, steadily increase. As far as 1 can 
earn there is to be no change at present 
in the status of the present companies 
in their relation one to the other. 
don’t think the holders of Fidelity Trust 
receipts will be disturbed in the present form of 
their certificates. What another Attorney-Gen- 
eral may do of course no one can say. As to 
dividend prospects, in my judgment there will 
continue to be dwidends paid. Whether a 6 per 
cent rate will be maintained is for the full board 
to say. I do say that mere has been no dividend 
paid which has not been earned, and judging 
from the present ratio of increase in the business 
of the companies I do not see why a 6 per cent 
rate cannot continued to be paid. It is true 
that money for goed — dividend was borrowed, 
but the directors had to confront this proposi- 
tion: The city owed, say, $400,000. The com- 
panies held judgment against the city. Were 
the directors justified in borrowing money against 
this debt and maintain the regular dividend rate 
or not? That is the question. I maintain 
the dividend payments on borrowed money was 
justified under the circumstances because the 
companies will be reimbursed from the city as 
soon as the city has the money for the purpose.

HOW A HUMORIST FEELS IN A WRECK, 


“Bill” Nye Recounts His Melancholy Ex- 
perience on Steamer Cienfuegos. 

New York, Feb. 20.—[ Special. }—Edgar W. 
Nye, known as Bill“ Nye, arrived in New 
York today from Nassau on the little steamer 
Antilia. He had been wrecked on the Ward 
line steamer Cienfuegos near Nassau Feb. 4. 
When asked how it felt to be a shipwrecked 
humorist he said: 

„A shipwrecked humorist is a melancholy 
object. It is not pleasant to see a funny man 
on a Coral Island subsisting on a diet of 
baked, beans with wild cannibals dancing 
around him. I had not been out of my state- 
room for more than three or four minutes 
when the water was breast high in it. Every- 
body put on life preservers. The assistant 
purser—his name is .. Pemberton—jumped 


out of bed about half asleep and yelled to the 


other fellows in the bunk to jump up. As he 
shouted he tried to put his feet in the sleeves 
of his coat and seemed vexed, because at this 
inopportune moment his trousers would not 
tit him. 

„One of our boats, with fifteen re in it, 
capsized. The people were rescued by the 
colored inhabitants of Harbor Island—an 
island about two miles.away—who had seen 
our rockets. The rescuers reached us in a 
schooner soon after daylight and sent their 
smail boats over the reef. Our boats were 
too large to get over the reef, When rescued 
we were taken to the little hamlet of Dun- 
moretown. There is not a cow on the island. 
A cow would not live there—there’s no grass. 
The people live on goats’. milk. The people 
live on one isiand. ir farms are on an- 
other. They take more time and labor in go- 
ing to and from their places than they do on

WARWICK’S VICTORY BEST ON RECORD. 


His Piurality Over Pattisen for Mayor Is 
Nearly 61,000, 

Purtapenpun, Pa., Feb. 20.—It was after 
4 o' clock this morning when the count of the 
vote cast in this city yesterday was completed. 
Not only were there more ballots cast than 
ever before, but the ticket was cut so as to 
make tabulation of the vote difficult. In a 
total vote of 214,747 Charles F. Warwick, 
the Republican candidate for Mayor, had a 
plurality of 60,989 over ex-Gov. Robert E. 
Pattison, Democrat. This is the greatest plu- 
rality ever given a candidate in a municipal 
contest, the previous record being 39,065 re- 
ceived by Edwin S. Stuart in 1891, Demo- 
cratic strongholds either going against Patti- 
son or giving a much reduced plurality in his 
favor. Allof these wards are in the Third 
Congressional District, formerly represented 
by Samuel J. Randall, and the result shows 
the McAleer, or anti-Parrity, Democrats 
still have the knife out for any can- 
didate whose election is advocated by 
the National Chairman. William J. Roney, 
Warwick’s companion at the head of the 
ticket as candidate for receiver of taxes, ran 
only 8,827 behind the ticket. Women were 
voted for as School Directors for the first 
time under a law recently passed. There 
were seventeen such candidates scattered 
throughout the city, but only one was elected. 
In the State the same story is to be told. 
Scranton’s Council became Democratic on 
joint ballot and South Bethlehem was carried 
by Democrats. The Republicans captured 
almost everything else in sight. 


GENERAL REGISTRATION IN MICHIGAN. 


Bill Passe« Both Houses and Will Help 
Republicans, It Is Said. 

Lansine, Mich., Feb, 20.—[Special.]— The 
Senate adjourned this afternoon until Monday 
night, breaking the record for the number of 
bills introduced in that body. The total was 
516, which exceeds the record of 1893 by 
two. In the House the total will reach 1,050, 
as against 952 two yearsago. The Senate 
passed the House bill providing for a general 
registration of the voters of the State previous 
to the April election and the measure wiil be 
eigned promptly by the Governor. It will 
have an important bearing on the approsching 
eigction and will tend to increase the Repub.

The free silver extremists in the Senate of 
the United States have bad their day—and 
lost it, Their nefarious scheme to tie up the 
hands of the administration unless they were 
allowed to have their way was defeated by 


| their own dissensions. The ontoome of their 


attack on honest money ie suggestive of the 
fate that befell a robber gang in olden times, 
the members of which fought among them- 
eelves to decide the question whether they 
should kill off the men they expected to capt- 
ure or hold them fora ransom. As a result 
of that quarrel such of robbers as survived 
were beaten and taken ers. 

The bill introduced by Senator Jones of 
Arkansas provided for a coinage of silver 
limited in amount only by the willingness of 
thé holders of the bullion to sell on the terms 
named. They were to sell the metal at the 
market price of the bullion and receive their. 
pay for it in silver dollars, the difference to 
be sotgined by the government as “ seignior- 
age. Senator Teller and some others ob- 
jected to this on the ground that it left the 
price of silver to be fixed in terms of gold, 
thus retaining gold as the standard of values, 
which is precisely what they have been fight- 
ing against. Their contention is that the dol- 
lar containing 37114 grains of pure silver 
should be the money of ultimate redemption, 
that the unit of currency values shall be lowered 
eo that the dollar of account will havea buying 
power no greater than that of the 37134 


grains of silver instead of being held up as 


now to a purchasing power of about twice as 
much, They want to oust gold not only from 
circulation but even from a nominal position 
as stanaard of money values and have noth- 
ing better than silver monometallism. The 
Jones proposition did not provide for this in 
direct terms, though no one can doubt it 
would have led up to it if it had been adopt- 
ed. So the silver extremists could not agree 
to support it, and some of them pointed out 
an additional objection that as the bill did 
not provide any legal-tender qualities for the 
silver coined under it the silver coinage at 
once would be discredited to a huge discount 
instead of putting gold to an impracticable 
premium. 

The silver extremist majority in that body 
was not even able to carry through its 
resolution that it is the sense of the Senate 
that the wealth and prosperity of the United 
States require the enactment of alaw for the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1.“ That resolution was of- 
fered yesterday and went to the foot of the 
calendar, where it will remain till after ad- 
journment. By a vote of 55 to 12 the Senate 
decided yesterday afternoon to stop fooling 
on the silver question and return to the busi- 
ness of passing necessary appropriation bills. 
It the silver monometallists had been able to 
carry the resolution through the Senate they 
would bave told the world nothing which was 
not known before, except as it wouid have 
let fail the mask which some of them have 
worn till within a few days past. At least a 
part of their number have professed to be- 
lieve that the adoption of the free coinage they 
demand would make no preceptible difference 
to commerce, industry, or in the money mar- 
ket; that, as one of them expressed it, the 
business of the country would siide easily into 
the new order of things without .friction or 
other trouble. But this week they have had the 
strongest reason to change their minds an 
that point. They have been informed on un- 
im peachable authority that but fur the prompt 
arrangement for. the procuring of gold to 
maintain the currency at par all classes of 
American exchange offered for sale would 
have been refused on any terms by foreign 
buyers, and surely they could not be so igno- 


rant as to suppose this would not be the be- 


ginning of a terrible financial derangement. 
So ia voting for that resolution the silver men 
in the Senate would have showed they occu- 
pied the exceedingly unpleasant attitude of 
advocates for a ruinous policy, and manifestea 
their adhesion: to t at a time when every pa- 
triotic citizen. ought to regard it as a duty to 
say and do nothing calculated to unsettle con- 
fidence in the maintenance of the parity. 

It is a relief to be informed that no further 
effort will be made by the free.silver mono- 
metallists during the short remainder of the 
present session. There now is room to hope 
that the necessary appropriation bills will be 
passed and that the Treasury will be author- 
ized to issue Buch certificates as may be need- 
ed to meet deficiencies of revenue as meas- 
ured against expenditures. There is a large 
deficit to be provided for, evenif the revenues 
of the next fiscal year be found sufficient to 
meet current requirements. Perhaps before 
the beginning of the next session some of the 
least unreasonable of the free silver extrem- 
ists willhave seen cause for thinking they 
were mistaken and will be willing to vote 
for maintaining the honor of the Nation and 
the integrity of the currency. 


THE HABITUAL DRUNKARBDS BILL. 

A bill providing for the treatment and cure 
of habitual drunkards by order of courts of 
record and for the payment of the treatment 
out of the public funds will be introduced in 
the Legislature at Springfield today under the 
auspices of the Keeley Leagues and the 
Woman’s Auxiliary Keeley Leagues of this 
State. In its general provisions it resembles 
the laws upon the same subject which have 
been passed in Colorado, Kansas, and other 
States. 

The Illinois bill provides that any person 
in Illinois who is either a relative ora friend 
of an habitual drunkard may apply to any 
county court of record for leave to send the 
patient to such asylum as the court may se- 
lect for treatment at the county expense. To 
guard against imposition the petition must 
set forth the name, age, and condition of the 
patient and it must be established that neither 
he nor his relatives can pay the expenses of 
the treatment. Tosaveany invasion of the 
patient’s personal freedom the drunkard him- 


self must verify the statement that he is will- 


ing to attend the institution selected. There 
must also accompany the petition the written 
agreement of the habitual drunkard that he 
will take the treatment and obey the rules 
and requirements of the institution to which 
he shall be sent. Still further to protect the 
court making the committal the statements 
of three resident taxpayers must be filed, 
showing that they are familiar with all the 
facts contained in the petition and that they 
are satisfied the case is one deserving public 
assistance. 

If the court be satisfied with the correct- 
ness of the statements and petition it may 


thereupon make an order committing the 


habitual drunkard to some institution which 
can show the most favorable results of its 


treatment, extending over a period of three 
to the date of thé petition, and

This important bill in the interests of real 
temperance will be introduced ih both Houses 
of the Legislature at Springfield today. As 
the only practical temperance measure, asa 
method of treating intemperance which has 
been demonstrated to be effective, as a mat- 
ter ofsocial, physical, and financial economy 
the Legislature should pass it at once and as 
an emergency bill, It has been drawn with 
such care that there can be no danger of im- 
position, The court is guaraed against de- 
ception and the personal rights of the habitual 
drunkard are thoroughly guarded. No one 
can be sent to an institution unless he is will- 
ing to go, and the institution is also protected, 
as the patient agrees to take the treatment 
and obey the rules. It should be needless to 
say a word about the efficiency of this treat- 
ment. Ifany testimony is needed as to its 
results let the members read the report of 
Gen. Stone of the Leavenworth Soldiers’ 
Home, commented uvon elsewhere. It speaks 
for itself. Pass the bill. 


THE * TREATMENT AT LEAVEN- 
WORTH, 

‘The official report of Andrew J. Smith, 
Governor of the National Soldiers’ Homeat 
Leavenworth, Kas., as to the results of the 
Keeley treatment at that institution has just 
been made public and speaks volumes for its 
efficacy. The branch home was established 
at Leavenworth in March, 1892. and the re- 
port covers the two years and nine months of 
its existence. During that period 1,227 cases 
have been treated, 1,167 for alcoholism, .30 
for opium addiction, and 30 for neurasthe- 
nia and the tobacco habit. The ratio of 
lapses per 100 for the whole number treated 
has been 10.52. the average age being 56 
years. Out ot the total number alse 182 
married men have been treated and restored to 
their families, and 742 have left the home 
able to maintain themselves. 

The efficacy of the remedy is also shown in 
the improved moral condition of the branch. 
During the last year there has not occurred 
one case of misdemeanor or crime requiring 
the cognizance of the United States civil au- 
thorities. The surgeon of the home reports 
that during the year 1894 not one case of 
delirium tremens was treated in the hospital, 
while before the remedy was introduced the 
hospital was seldom without a number of 
cases of that character. When it is consid- 
ered that the average membership the last 
year was 2,196, Gov. Smith is justified in 
doubting whether there is another com muni- 
ty of equal size that can boast such a record 
and in saying: I attribute the improvement 
in discipline and general good conduct of the 
members to the salutary leverage of the in- 
stitute and the mora! predominance of those 
saved from the fate of drunkards through its 
iustrumentality. 

From the economical point of view if from 
no other the National Government has been 
warranted in the introduction of the Keeley 
remedies into the regular army. The per 
capita cost of maintenance at Leavenworth 
is $126.22. Theabsence of 742 men, who 
are now at home maintaining themselves, 
therefore saves the government $93,655 an- 
nually. In all respects this report of Gov. 
Smith which, be it remembered, has all the 
trustworthiness and correctness of a national 
report, is an object lesson in the moral, 
social, physical, and financial economies, It 
does not need dwelling upou. The statistics 
speak for themselves. Every State Legisla- 
ture in the country should avail itself of this 
remedy asa potent factor in the saving of 
State funds, in the reduction of crime, and in 
the increase of the happiness of the people, 


STILL THE SAME OLD VAGUE CHARGE. 

Tuesday the House Committee on the Ju- 
diciary took up the resolution offered by Mr. 
Needles over a month ago providing for sub- 
mitting to the voters the question of calling a 
constitutional convention. That resolution 
bad a beautiful frontispiece in the guise of a 
preamble setting forth that the farmers, the 
manufacturers, the railroads, the working- 
men, and the lawyers were besieging the Gen- 
eral Assembly demandimg changes in the 
Constitution, without which agriculture would 
cease to flourish, manufactures. would dwin- 
dle, corporate industries of all kinds would 
decay, the judicial system would be incapable 
of improvement, and the laborer would be 
ground iato the dust. 

The committee swallowed the resolution 
cheerfully, but it was not able to gulp 
down the preamble. Its members were 
ashamed to put themselves on record as in- 
dorsing something which every one else knew 
was untrue. For they are wall aware of the 
fact that there is no such demand for a re- 
vision of the Constitution as the Munchausen- 
ish preamble described, and they know aleo 
that any changes which are desirable and 
which the people want can be made by the 
way of amendment. 

So Mr. Needles lovely prelude was 
scratched out, and the committee substituted 
for it a tiny whereas to the offect that the 
provisions of the present Constitution “ are 

restrictive in their character and are in- 


sufficient for the existing and future demands 


of the people. Then it fecommended the 
ad tion of the joint resolution. 

The Needles preamble was untrue, but it 
was to some extent specific. It declared that 
certain classes of people wanted the Consti- 
tution changed for the benefit of the indus- 
tries in which they were engaged. It did not 
say what changes they wanted, but it made 
allegations which could be investigated and 
found to be correct or incorrect. The com- 
mittee’s preamble merely says that some pro- 
visions of the Constitution are restrietive 
and “ insufficient for the existing and future 
demands of the people.“ 

What are those provisions? Why did not 
the committee give chapter and verse, article 
and section? The members specified none in 
their remarks on the subject. They did not 
say what the future demands of the people 
are which cannot be met undtr the present 


Constitution. They may be pardoned for 


that, as it is not likely they have any ability 
to read the future. But they ought to have 
stafed what the existing demands are. How 
do they expect the General Assembly or the 
people will know unless they are told by the 
committee? That body should not have 
locked up its vast knowledge but have put it 
into its preamble. The failure to do it is sig- 
nificant. 

One charge was made by those who spoke 
in favor of the resolution. It was that the 


present revenue system was rotten and that 


| the intangible property in the State and be col- 


lected for the great enrichment of the tax- 
eaters and the bedevilment of the community. 
Some of them are making an effort in that 
direction now. They have figured out that 
there is about a billion of intangible property 
in this State and they want to take a whack at 
u. They ‘want to get at all the credits in tne 
State and tax them, though the tangible 
things of which those credits are the mere 
shadow are taxed already. They want a sys- 
tem of double taxation so that there may he 
more money for the support of the drones of 
the community. 

If they want the Constitution altered in 
order they may be able to carry out taxing 
schemes, why do not they draft an amend- 
ment, have that submitted to the people, and 
find out thus what they think of it? For the 
very excellent reason that that is not all they 


want. There are a great many sections which 


they desire to strike out, some of which have 
nothing to do with the manner of raising 
revenue. They want to strike out certain 
wholesome limitations on the power of the 
municipalities to mortgage themselves. They 
want to strike out certain wholesome limita- 
tions on the power of the General Assembly 
regarding special legislation. 

If there are other changes besides the 
revenue system which these individuals are 
hot afraid to come out and say they are in 
favor of why do they not specify them? Why 
do they net adopt the suggestion made by this 
paper and submit an amendment to the effect 
that several amendments may be voted on at 
one time and that the ratification of that 
amendment shail be a ratification of others 
submitted at the same time if they receive the 
necessary number of votes? Simply because 
they dare not avow the real aime of their 
campaign against the Constitution. 

These men have been called on again and 
again“ to state what it was they wanted to 
do. Their constant reply is We want 
changes. We want to get rid of provisions 


* we will not specify, to accomplish purposes 


which we will not state.“ But their real 
designs can be seen clearly. They want 
double taxation, unlimited taxes, unending 
borrowing, and emancipation from special 
legislation restraints. Amendments to give 
them these things would be defeated, as they 
know full well. But they think if a conven- 
tion were called and they could capture it 
they could frame an organic law which would 
answer their purposes. 


THE DEMOCRATS AND THE sTATE 
TREASURY. 

The long Springtield dispatch printed in 
yesterday's paper relative to the condition of 
the State Treasury after two years of Demo- 
cratic rule sustains fully all the charges which 
have been made by this paper. It is plain 
from the figures given that the last General 
Assembly and the Governor appropriated and 
spent more money than was paid into the 
State Treasury, and that as a consequence 
there will not be money enough in the Treas- 
ury to run the State Government until July 1 
without borrowing funds which sbould be 
used to cover the expenses of the next fiscal 
year, which begins July 1, 1895, and ends 
June 30, 1896. 

That this is the case is admitted by the cor- 
respondent of a Democratic paper, which is 
declaring editorially that the Democratic ad- 
ministration of affairs has been a prudent, 
economic one. That correspondent says the 
balance in the Treasury on the first of this 
month was $800,000, that the estimated or- 
dinary expenditures from that date to the 
close of the fiscal year, iacluding the cost of 
the Legislature, will be $850,000, and the 
emergency appropriations amount to $336,- 
000, being a total of $1,186,000. Here then 
is an admitted deficiency of $386,000, As a 
matter of fact it will be larger than that, for 
the sums still remaining to the credit of some 
of the insiitutions will not carry them through 
to the Ist of July. 

Take the Joliet Penitentiary, for instance. 
There was $25 to its credit the Ist of Febru- 
ary. Unless itis now self-supporting, which 
no one claims, there will be a deficit there 
speedily, if there is not one already. As for 
the surpluses turned into the State Treasury 
by different institutions on the first of the 
year, over which such a hurrah has been made, 
they will be used to run those institutions 
from now till July 1. In some cases they will 
be sufficient. In others they may not be. 
The reai deficit at the close of the fiscal year 
will not fali below three-quarters of a million. 
That is, the sums expended by the Democrats 
during the two fiscal years will exceed by that 
much the revenue available for the expenses 
of those two years. 

This same correspondent says, however, 
that the estimated receipts up to the lst of 
July from the State tax now collecting will 
amount to nearly two million dollars, and 
that therefore there will be a cheerful sur- 
plus in the Treasury at the beginning of the 
next fiscal year. But he fails to make clear 
the fact that all the money now collecting, 
and more, will be needed to pay State ex- 
penses during the next fiscal year. If any of 
it is spent between now and July it will be 
borrowed from next year’s resources, and 
there will be a shortage then unless the tax 
levy is made high enough to get the State out 


ot the hole into which the Democrats have 


plunged it. 


The Democrats make a low tax levy so as 
to win popularity. They make the levy so 
low that they spend more than they collect. 
The result is that the Republicans are com- 
pelled to make a heavier tax levy and then 
next year will have to listen to the Democrats 
abusing them for their ‘“‘extravagance.”’ It 
is suggested by the Democrats that if the Re- 
publicans will make appropriations which 


will necessitate a tax levy of 50 cents, or 19° 


cents higher than the last one, there will be 
no deficit. But the Democratic farmers 
would be the first to protest were that done. 
The rate last year was 31 cents. Gov. Alt- 
geld says that ordinarily that rate would be 
sufficient, Dut last year the assessment of 
the State fell off enormously, s that the total 


Assessed value of the State on which a tax 


levy could be made was a great many million 
dollars lower than it had been in past years. 
This, of course, resulted in a reduction of 
revenue. But the money to pay expenses 
during the present fiscal year was collected 
under a tax levy based on the high ussessmen} 
of 18938. A deficiency of revenue caused by 

the low assessment of 1894 will be some- 
A which the Governor is responsible. 
For he, the Auditor, and the then Treasurer, 
all Democrats, made the present tax levy after 


they had the figures of the assessment of 


1894 and knew it was a low one and that the 
rate ought to be raised.

Tuar the ere candidate for Mayor 
of Philadelphia should be elected by 61,000 
majority is rather surprising. It is true that 
last fall the Republican ticket got 85,000 
majority, but that was at a regular election, 
when State officers and Congressmen were 
chosen, but the Democratic candidate for 
Mayor—ex-Gov. Pattison, who was twice 
chosen Controller of the city—was the strong- 
est man that party could have put up. There 
had also been a row between the Republican 
leaders, Senator Quay's candidate for the 
Mayoralty having been thrown overboard by 
the local leaders of the party, and it was 
feared that his friends might go to the assist- 
ance of the Democrats. But if he had any 
they do not seem to have done so, for the vote 
for Warwick, the Republican candidate, fell 
only about 3,000 short of that cast for the Re- 
publican Governor last November. Pattison’s 
vote was a little over 20,000 larger than that 
cast for the Democratic Gubernatorial candi- 
date. Democrats who would not turn out 
then went to the polls Tuesday. This crush- 
ing defeat of a popular, able, and honest 
Democrat shows that the voters of Philadel- 
phia, with their eyes fixed on the results of 
two years of Democratic misgovernment, are 
not going to elect any ticket which is labeled 
Democratic, no matter whose name may 
be on it. They have a wholsome distrust of 
Democracy, and for that reason tliey gave 
Mr. Pattison’s opponent a majority exceeding 
by 20,000 the largest ever given a candidate 
ata municipal election, Two months from 
now the Republicans of this city will imitate 
the example of Philadelphia and the three 
largest municipalities in the United States 
will have Republican Mayors.

Springfield. Chicagoans make fuss enough 
often when they are wronged, but they do not 
fuss in tne right place. Sail into the man- 
agers and make life a aren to them.

HAWAIIAN REFUGEE TALKS OF TREASON 


James Faulkner, Stewaway, Tells Some 
Hitherte Unpublished Tales. 

Port Townsexp, Wash., Feb. 20.—James 
Faulkner, a Hawaiian refugee, came up from 
Honolulu as a stowaway on the steamer Puri 
tan and admits having taken a part in the up- 
rising. Hesays it was the intention of the 
real leaders of the insurréction to overthrow 
the government ahd not reinstate the Queen, 
but to put in a new leader of the republic. 
At the time the government was prematurely 
informed of the plot the Queen and her sup- 
porters were apprised of the duplicity, and 
that was the true reason she so promptly ab- 
dicated. Faulkner says the schooner Wahl- 
burg and other vessels landed 1,500 rifles and 
1,000 pistols, of Which up to last advices less 
than one-third had been found, and he proph- 
esies that the remainder will be cached [or 
futuré instirrectionary uses.

EXPLOSION KILLS 2,000 CHINAMEN., 


Terrible Accident to Soldiers on the Island 
of Fermoca=—Sérions Revolt There. 

Howexone, Feb. 20.—The information that 
has come here from the Island of Formosa 
since the sudden departure Feb. 18 of the 
British cruiser Mercury upon the receipt of 
information that the notoriqus robbers known 
as Black Flags were committing outrages and 
the British residents were in need of urgent 
help has been meager, but what has been re- 
ceived shows that the situation is as serious as 
the first dispatches indicated. Reports have 
arrived today that the disturbances on the 
isiand are increasing and have become so bad 
that the merchants are alarmed and are leav- 
ing.

LIVES LOST IN A BIG FERRYBOAT FIRE. 


Bio de Janeiro the Scene of „ Fearful 
Calamity Sunday, Jan. 6. 

New York, Feb. 20.—The Rio News of Jan. 
8, just received in the latest mail, gives the par- 
ticulars of a terrible calamity in the Bay of 
RioJaneiro. It says: 

About 7:15 Sunday evening, the 6th, 4 fire 
broke out in the ferry boat Terceira soon after it 
left the San Domingas landing. The boat left 
Rio de Janeiro with a large number of passen- 
gers, estimated from 80 to 800, the groater part 
of whom disembarked at San Domingas. Fifty 
passengers embarked at this point. It is gener- 
ally estimated that there were from 100 to 150 
persons on board at the time of the disaster. 

Although the Terceira was barely 300 yards 
from land when the fire appeared, nothing et- 
fective appears to have been done to save the 
passengers, except the forethought of the engi- 
neers in opening the safety valves of the boilers 
to prevent an explosion. The master signaled 
for the eagineer to stop and nothing more was 
done. There was apparently but few life-saving 
appliances on board. The fire burned with such 
rapidity, however, that the passengers were soon 
driven overboard, where many were drowned. 
Some were rescued by the launchboats, which 
hastened to the scene, and a few succeeded in 
swimming ashore. 

The ferry boat Quinta had just left the Nicthe- 
roy slip when the fire broke out and the master 
promptly hurried to the scene. On approaching 
the burning vessel he was suddenly surrounded 
by an excited crowd vf passengers, some with ro- 
volvers in their hands. who threatened his life if 
he ventured near the burning boat. He was 
therefore compelled to turn away and leave the 
passengers of the Terceira to their fate. Before 
doing so, however, he had all the benches and 
other means of saving life thrown overboard for 
those struggling in the water. In little more 
than halt an hour the terrible scene was at an 
end, so far as the passengers were concern 


NEW BAILROAD FOR COSTA RICA. 


Valuable Concession Granted to the Keith 
Syndicate of Etgiand. 
Wasnreron, D. C., Feb. 20.— United States 
Minister Baker, writing to the State Depart- 
ment from San José. Costa Rica, says the 
government has granted a large and valuable 
concession of lande to the Keith syndicate, 
chiefly made up of British, who will construct 
a railway in Costa Rica and open up a new 
and vaiuable section of country. Over 
$1,000,000 of the internal debt of the coun- 
try has been paid recently, but the payment 
of interest on the foreign debt has ceased, the 
country assérting it cannot stand the immense 
drain of £102,000 ($510,000) annually, and 
proposing thet the foreign holders reduce the 
principal and interest by one-half. 


COLON BEBELS ARE BADLY DEFEATED. 


Twe of Their Generals Mortally Wounded 
in Cundivamarica, 

Coton, Feb. 20.—The government forces 
under command of Gen. Puizon have de- 
feated the rebels at Santa Rosa, in the State 
of Cundinanmiarica.

MISSING LINK SAID TO BE. FOUND. 


The Evolution from the Ape to Man Dis- 
tinctly Traced at Last, 

Medical Record: Dr. D. G. Brinton writes 
to Science under this title and says that Dr. 
Eugene Dubois, a Dutch army surgeon sta- 
tioned in Batavia, Java, has found the link.“ 
He, the surgeon, describes three fragments of 
three skeletons which have been exhumed 
from the early pleistocene strata of Java, and 
which introduce to usa new species, as well 
as a new genus and a new family of the order 
of primates placed between the Simiide and. 
Yominide. 

The material, we are told. is sufficient for a 
close osteological comparison. Ihe cubical 
capacity of the skull is about two-thirds that 
of the human average. It is distinctly doli- 
chocepalic, about seventy degrees, and its 
norma verticalis astonishingly like that of the 
famous Neanderthal skull. The dental appa- 
ratus is stili of the simian type, but -less 
markedly so than in other apes. The femora 
are singularly human. They prove beyond 
doubt, says Dr. Brinton, that this cret- 
ture walked constantly on two legs, and 
when erect was quite equal in heightto the 
average human male. Of the various differ- 
ences which separate it from the highest apes 
and the lowest men, it may be said that they 
bring it closer to the latter than to the former. 

The line of descent, according to Dr. Du- 
bois is: Prothylobates, Anthropopithecus 
sivalensis, Pithecanthropus erectus, Homo 
sapiens. 

The discovery of Dr. Dubois leads him to 
think that man originated on the southern 
slopes of the Himalayan chain, which is, after 
all, not so farfrom the Garden of Eden, and 
is just south of the present abode of the mys- 
tical Mahatmas. We trust that Dr. Dubois is 
homo sapiens.

Pockets Are Found Ardent Love 
Letters from the Actress. 

Pureapetruta, Pa., Feb. 20.—James B.

The Karliest Cigars. 

When were cigars first smoked? According to 
a French authority who bas been making investi 
gations in this subject, the weed in this shape 
was not introduced into France till the return of 
the French Army from Spain in 1823. This fact 
is on the authority of Hippolyte Auger, thé 
dramatic author, who writes thus in his me- 
moirs: 

„Our return from Paris was by way of Orleans. 
On the route we met quite frequently officers, re- 
turning from Spain. They bad generally cigars 
in their mouths—a new habit, since become gen- 
eral. From this point of view the campaign of 
1823 had the good financial result of establish- 
ing a new branch of import trade.

DAMAGED, BY 


AIR OHAMBER BREAKS AND FLOODS 
SEVERAL BASEMENTS. 


Thousands of Dollars Lost in the Neigh- 
berheoed of Madison Street and Fifth 
Avenue=Business Sispended for a Time 
in Several Stores and a General De- 
moralization of the Water Supply in 
the Big Build ings=Elevator Pipe Breaks 
in the Potter Palmer Mansion. 


The bursting of the air chamber which is an 
appurtenance of the water meter of the Mor- 
timer & Tapper Building, Madison street and 
Fifth avenue, led yesterday morning to a 
flooding of several basements and a loss of 
thousands of dollars, . 

The porter of A. Arend, druggist, at the 
corner, entered his basement at 6 a.m. and 
found more than a foot of water in it, but 
did not know what to do about it. Police. 
man Waage discovered water in the adjoining 
basements an hour later, and got word of it 
to the Water Department. He also uncovered 
the sinks in the basement and drained the 
water off. But it was an hour or two longer 
before the water was shut off. Wherever 
there is a water elevator there is an air 
chamber inserted in the supply pipe be- 
tween the meter and the main pipe. 
It is generally located in the vault under the 
sidewalk, close to the retaining wall. There 
is a stopcock, or valve as it is called, between 
it and the wall; but it becomes so rusted that 
two men cannot budge it. The delay yester- 
day in stopping the leak was due partly to the 
im possibility of closing this valve and partly 
to the time it took to notify consumers of 
water in the district about to be closed that 
the water would be shut off. In the present 
case there were 175 notices to be served and 
it was 9 or 9:30 a, m. before the water was 


shut off, 
List of the Losses. 


The air chamber in this case is located 
under the sidewalk in front of No, 127 Fifth 
avenue. The water poured outinto the vault, 
which extends all around the Mortimer & 
Tappen Building and in front of the first 
building to the north of it. From _ the vault 
the water flowed into all the connecting base- 
ments to a depth of one, two, or three feet, 
ascending to the various levels. The losses 
were as follows:

Foreman Dorman of the Water Depart. 
ment, failing to close the valve, shut off the 
water at 0 a. m. from the district bounded by 
Fifth avenue and Madison, Market and Lake 
streets. The repairs were made and the water 
turned on again by 12 m., so that littie in- 
convenience was experienced. 


Break in the Palmer Castle, 


The bursting of a two-inch water pipe in 
the residence of Potter Palmer, No.100 Lake- 
Shore drive, yesterday afternoon threatened 
to do considerable damage for a time. 
Owing to the absence of Mr. and Mrs. Palmer 
abroad the water had not been used this win- 
ter. Yesterday the housekeeper thought it 
would be a good plan to test the elevator and 
pressure was turned on. The water rushed 
into the stand pipe and suddenly a section lo- 
eated in the basement burst witha loud report. 
The water swept over the floor and in a few 
moments was several inches deep. The 
servants became greatly excited and the 
housekeeper sent a telephone m e to the 
East Chicago Avenue Station, asking for a 
tire engine and police assistance. The latter 
was furnished, but the arrival of the plumber 
obviated the necessity of the fire engine. The 
water was confined to the basement. 


SOME OOLD WINTERS OF HISTORY. 


Facts Which Indicate That the Present Is 
Nat the Worst on Record. 

In the year 401 the Black Sea was frozen 
over for twenty days and men crossed frum 
Asia Minor to the Crimea, 

In 764 the Black Sea was frozen toa dis- 
tance of fifty miles from shore. The Helles- 
pont and Dardanelles were frozen and the 
Sea of Marmora was passable for cavalry. 
¢ Iu 1063 the River Thames was frozen over 
for fourteen weeks. All the rivers of the con- 
tinent were frozen, and even south of the Alps 
the Po and many other streams were blocked 
with ice, 

In 1294 the Cattegat was covered with ice 
seven feet thick. Batteries of artillery were 
moved to and fro on the strait. 

In 1323 the Baltic Sea was frozen over, and 
during three months travelers passed from 
the continent to Sweden on the ice. Heavy 
wagon trains were substituted for the trading 
vessels, 

In 1433 the Thames and all other ‘rivers of 
England and Scotland froze over; the Seine, 
Rhine, and Danube were closed to navigation 
early in December. The Dardanelles and 
Hellespont froze, as did many bays and inlets 
of the Mediterranean. Ice formed in Algiers, 
and the Strait of Gibraltar was almost impasa- 
able from drift ice. ¢ 

In 1460 the Baltic again froze over so as 
to permit travel on the ice. In Germany deer 
sought the towns for refuge from wolves. 
Packs of wolves came into the cities and at- 
tacked the people in the streets. 

In 1544 the cold was so severe in Holland 
that wine was cut in blocks and sold by 


weight. 

In 1594 all the’rivers of North Europe were 
frozen before Christmas. ‘The Cattegat froze, 
together with a large part of the Baltic. The 
sea at Venice froze so that during three weeks 
no boats could be used. The Tiber froze at 
Rome and men crossed it on the ice, a thing 
never known before nor since. 

In 1658 the bays and inlets of North Eu- 
rope froze overearly in December. Charles 
X. of Sweden crossed the strait to Denmark 
with his whole army, including the artillery, 
baggage, and provision trains. 

In 1648 the Thames was covered with ice 
over a foot thick. Booths were erected for a 
fair, which was held on the river. Coaches 
plied to and fro on the ice as on dry land. 
All the French ports were closed for three 
or four weeks, the harbors beimg frozen 
over. , 

In 1691 the cold was so severe in Eastern 
Europe that packs of starving wolves entered 
Vienna and attacked men and womea in the 
atreets. Ali the canals of Venice were frozen 
and the principal mouth of the Nile was 
blocked with floatmg ice for a week. 

In 1740 the Thames was frozen for eleven 
weeks, Forest birds almost all perished. and 
trees were split by the frost. The harbor of 


Barcelona froze over, and navigation was 


suspended in the Greek Archipelago on ac. 
count of the danger from floating ice. 

The winter of 1812.13 was one of the 
hardest ever known in Europe. The Thames 
froze from the source of the sea, the Seine, 
the Rhine, the Danube, the Po, and the Ga u- 
daiquiver were all covered with ice, The 
Baltic froze for many miles from land, 
and the Ikagerack and the Cattegat were both 
frozen over. The Adriatic at Venice was 
frozen, so was the Sea of Marmora, while the 
Hellespont and the Dardaneiles were blocked 
with ice and the archipelago was impassable. 
The Tiber was lightly coated, and the Straits of 
Messina were covered with ice. Snow fell all 


left either for the artillery or cavalry. 
Quicksilver froze this winter. 

In 1849 the cold in Sweden, Norway, and 
Russia was so severe that great numbers of 
persons were frozen to death in all those

It 
virtually clothes park authorities with the 
same powers relative to special assessments 
as are now vested in municipa.ities. 

No. 167 allows Park ‘Commissioners to con- 
nect parks by selecting a connecting street or 
streets, and to annex adjvining streets to 
parks. The park authorities are empowered 
to improve 
ess ment. 

No. 168 provides the machinery for the is- 
suing by the West Park Board of $900,000 
in bonds, the proceeds to be used for the im- 
provement of the parks. The bonds are to be 
run for twenty years and bear 5 per cent 
interest per annum. The bill declares that 
the corporate authorities shall collect in addi- 
tion to the amount of any tax now authorized 
by law, a tax not exceeding one and one-half 
mills on the doliar, to be used in preserving 
and maintaining the parks, boulevards, and 
driveways. The proceeds of the bonds are 
explicitly declared tp be used for the im prove- 
ments of the parks dlone. For the purpose of 
providing for the payment of the interest on 
such bonds as it falls due, and also to pay 
and discharge the principal thereof, as 
the same shall mature, any such 
board of Park Commissioners are re- 
quired each year to appropriate from 
Any annuul park tax, not herstofore specif- 
ically appropriated by law, which may now 
or hereafter be authorized and directed to be 
levied u 
town, whether the same be known as boule- 
vard and park tax”’ or otherwise, a sum suf- 
ficient to meet the interest upon such bonds 
as it may accrue, and to provide a sinking 
fund for the purpose of paying the principal 
of such bonds,as they shal) mature or be- 
come dpe, according to the provisions of the 
act. No. 169 allows the Park Commissioners 
to assess a two mill tax. 

So much for the bills. They contemplate a 
tax of $900,000,a tax of two mille on the 
dollat, and of a mill and a half on the dollar 
in addition to all regular park taxes. The 
Commissioners are given extraordinary powers 
in the way of levying special assessments on 
the owners of property abutting or contigu- 
ous to streets or of property benefited by 
improvements, y are dravu with emer- 
gency clauses, evidently with the desire of 
rushing them through the Legislature. 


JUDGE TUTHILL GALES IT FRAUD, 


F. B. Smith and Atterney Lazarus Criti- 
cited for Their Action. 

F. B. Smith and Attorney Jacob G. Lazarus 
were severely criticised yesterday by Judge 
Tuthill when he decided a case in which 
Smith appeared as defendant. Judge Tut- 
hill said that the actions of Smith clearly 
showed that a fraud had been committed on 
the complainant in the suit, Esther Edelstein. 
The complainant in her youth was employed 
in the family of Abraham Lincoln, and was a 
confidential companion of Mrs. Kincoln. 
Mrs. Edelstein now keeps a general store at 
No. State street. Aug. 17, 
1804, actording the evidence, the 
defendant Smith, Who comes from 
Three Rivers, Mich., called at the com- 
plainant’s store and asked fob a real estate 
office, as he said he was looking for invest- 
mente. Mrs, Edelstein and her husband told 
Smith they had some property for sale sit- 
uated in Champlain avenue und another piece 
in North avenue. Smith went.to look at the 
Champlain avenue property and on his return 
announced his satisfaction with it and his 
willingness to pay $3,000 cash for the land. 
The Edelsteins, however, desired to sell their 
entire property for $5,000, which it was 
shown was agreed to by Smith. 

The next morn before Mrs. Edelstein 
arose Smith and garus appeared. Mrs. 
Edelstein said they brought two contracts 
with them, one for the Champlain avenue prop- 
erty and the other for the North avenue land. 
Smith explained he needed the contract 
signed, as he was „ Pret ag of obtaining 
the bargain. Mrs. Edelstein was unable to 
read readily, but signed the coritract. She 
says it was represented to her the contracts 
provided that the sale should be closed 
in ten days. In court it appeared 
the contract for the Champlain avenue 

0 contained a clause that if 
Mrs elstein decided to rescind the contract 
she should pay to Smith $500. A few days 
after Smith’s visit Mrs. Edeistein found the 
contract signed by her for the Champlain 
avenue property was on record. It was then 
discovered the date when the cortract should 
expire was Aug. 28, 1896, thus tymg up the 
property for two years. An experi in hand- 
writing was placed on the stand yesterday 
who testified the date.

W. W. Hayward, the father of the two boys, 


was the next witness. He spoke ina clear, 


full tone of voice, and said he had resided in 
Minnesota since 1867. His business office 
was in the Oneida - Block. A portion of the 
time Adry Hayward assisted him in collecting 
and keeping his accounts. The witness de- 
nied what Blixt said by stating that he did not 
meet Blixt where he had stated, but several 
rods away from that point. The only other 


dispute was that the witness stated that he 


told Blixt where to get the valve, a matter 
which Blixt had denied. Asa material im- 
peachment the testimony was a failure. In 
regard to Adry’s evidence, the witness denied 
that Nov. 24 he was sent by Harry to the flats 
to show people rooms, and he came back and 
asked why had sent for them, for there 
Was no one there.

Jo the great body of Harvard students the ac- 
tion of the faculty in recommend to the Ath- 
letic committee the abolishment of intercollegi- 
ate football will seem at once premature and 
harsh. It is to the students unfortunate that a 
decision so sweeping and so extreme should 
have been made at the time that the Athletic 
committee were engaged in so revising the rules 
as to improve the game and before the commit- 
tee’s report had been presented. It is probable 
that in the new light thrown upon the game by the 
working of lust year’s rules the committee could 
have made such amendments in football as to do 
away with much of the objection againstit. An 
opportunity should have been given to meet or 
do away with them one or ail. College men 
might have made radical concessions in the di- 
rection of safety; they might have simplified the 
training and decreased the expenses, or they 
might have limited the game to college grounds. 


WHAT PENNSYLVANIA STUDENTS THINK 


Fear the Local Professors May Do the 
Same Thing.

The Pennsylvania University students are 
greatly chagrined over the resolution adopted 
by the Harvard faculty regarding the prohibi- 


tion of football. The Harvard game last year 
with the Pennsylvania team was one of the 


events in the university’s life. At first the 


boys were not disposed to discuss the subject, 
fearing that some such action might be taken 
by the faculty of the university here. It is 
probable that an appeal will be made to Pre.

arvard’s athletics

President 
Eliot has opposed all sorts of intercollegiate 


games. Besides being forbidden to play base- 


ball and football, Harvard men have also 
from time to time been enjoined from play- 
ing with professional teams and from play- 
ing in New York City. These restritions have 
been the laughing stock of the country, 
especially of Yale. 

**Personally I do not think the Harvard 
ruling will have any effect. It must be ad- 
mitted that at Harvard athletics is splendidly 
organized. Its athletic organization is a 
unit. Harvard was never in a better position 
to hold her own. The football business at 
Cambridge is especially well organized. Tre- 
mendous strides have been made in the de- 
velopment of a system of individual training. 
It would seem unjust to charge the Harvard 
faculty with ignorance in the matter of col- 
lege athletics, but they really don’t seem to 
evidence much iatelligence.”’

»The vote of the Harvard faculty will have 
a great deal of weight with the athletic com- 
mittee, but there are the wishes of other 
ple to be considered before football is abol- 
ished at Harvard, said H. S. Cornish, ath- 
letic manager of tne Chicago Athletic club 
and once the trainer of many Harvard stu- 
dents at the Boston Athletic club. The Har- 
vard alumni would never listen to any 
scheme to stop Harvard teams partic. 
ipating in games with other college teams. 
The feeling of the alumini in sucha matter 
is about as important as is that of the faculty 
and therefore I do not think the faculty’s 
vote to stop the inter collegiate games will 
really be accepted by the Athletic committee. 
Even if Harvard did drop out it would not 
kill the game of football. No action taken 
at Cambridge would stop the game at Yale, 
Princeton, and the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, or the big universities of the 
West. The best effect this vote is liable to 
have though is in compelling players to live 
up to the rules. Football would be all right 
if players paid strict regard to to the rules.

Those who are 
included in our membership and those who 
attend the meetings of the National Council 
cannot fail to absorb ideas and become edu- 
cated along lines which, if left to their own 
resources, they — not evince a disposition 
to study. This practical education will add 
strength to the home, which is conceded by 
all who go so far as to oppose the advance- 
ment of women as being the strength of the 
Nation.

A BIG WINE DEAL IN CALIFORNIA. 


Dealers’ Association Contracts for Nineteen 
Million Gallons. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 20.—A wine deal 
today involves the sale of 19,000,000 gallons 
and the leases of six of the largest wineries in 
the State by the California Winemakers’ Cor- 
poration. The purcheser and lessee is the Cal- 
ifornia Wine Association, an organization of 
the principal wine dealers in San Francisco. 
The associotion takes 4,000,000 gallons of 
the crops of last year and 1893 at 12% cents 
and contracts for 5,000,000 gallons a year 
for three succeeding years. The price for the 
2 three years is to be fixed by future mar- 

ets.

‘The place has 
been fitted up in exactly the same style as 
dozens of saloons on the street and there is 
absolutely nothing to give it away. The 
usual mahogany bar with its backing of 
mirrors and the familiar brass foot rail runs 
half the length of the room, Any bartender 
in the city would feel at home 
back of that bar for it has 
beer faucets, syrup bottles and mixers 
galore. The beer that comes out of those 
faucets foams like the beer in the unregeaer- 
ate saloons, it smeils the same, and it tastes 
the same, but ginger will cure the effects of 
three gallons of it. This beer can be bought 
in kegs, but the Home Salon prefers to handle 
it in tanks like those soda water is stored in. 
It is made from malt and hops, says Bishop 
Fallows, contains no alcohol, and will cure 
the worst case of ingrowing thirst on record. 
Five cents will buy a great, big glass of it 
with the privilege of eating all the free lunch 
a man has room for. 

Bishop Fallows hopes to build up a large 
„growler trade on this beer, and is discuss- 
ing the advisability of giving three fried oys- 
ters or a cheese sandwich with every growl. 

Cigarets Under the Ban. 


Cigarets are barred in the Home Salon. 
There is a fine plate-glass cigar-case right be- 
side the bar, which yesterday contained 
Vienna bread. This, Manager O’Brien said, 
was for temporary convenience. Today 
will find the case filled with fine cigars, 
but there will be no cigarets. Bishop Fal- 
lows doesn’t like cigarets, and that settles 
them in the Home Salon. The man who 
comes into the salon smoking a cigaret will 
be requested to finish it outside. If he tries 
to assert his constitutional right to smoke 
cigarets he will be moraliy persuaded to 
leave. There is no officfal ‘* bouncer”’ in the 
Home Salon, but the manager says he has a 
superior brand of moral suasion on tap from 
which he expects great things. He denies 
that this moral suasion is either a seltzer- 
water syphon, a beer-hose, or the more famil- 
iar bung-starter.
